GOLD ABROGATION 


UPHELD IN COURT 


Federal Judge atSt. Louis | 


Sustains Act Vitiating 
“Gold Clause.” 


ST. LOUIS, June 20.—(4)—A fed- 


-eral district judge today placed the 


stamp of constitutionality upon con- 
gressional action abrogating the “gold 
of obligations payable in the 


In upholding the legality of the con- 


'gressional action, Judge Charles B. 


Faris, in a 31-page decision, ruled 
that bonds of the Missouri Pacific 
railroad, despite the promise they con- 


| tain to pay in “gold coin of the Unit- 


ed States” of the weight and fineness 
of the time of their issue, should be 
paid only at their face value in the 
money of the United States now cur- 
rent. 

First Ruling* 

The ruling was the first by a fed- 
eral court since “public resolution No. 
10” was enacted in June, 1933. 

It is expected the case, which has 
been the subject of wide interest in 
financial circles, will be appealed to 
the United States supreme court for 
final decision. 

After discussing all the points 
raised in the case, which was argued 
at length by an impressive array of 
counsel, Judge Faris concluded : 

“And so it follows, that public res- 
olution No. 10 is in my opinion valid; 
that the gold clause is therefore unen- 
forceable in the ultimate letter there- 
of as urged by interveners, and is en- 
forceable in equity only, to the extent 
that interveners as trustee, are en- 
titled to recover or to be paid on each 
$1,000 par value bond in controversy 
the sum of $1,000 in such money of 
the United States as is now current, 
or as shall be current when the final 
decree for payment is entered.” 

On Bankers Suit. 

The decision was on a petition of 
the Bankers Trust Company of New 
York, trustee for $34,548,000 original- 
ly issued by the Iron Monntain rail- 
road, now a part of the Missouri Pa- 
cific system, asking the court to de- 
clare the bonds payable in gold of 
the quality called for on the face of 
the bonds. Since payment in gold ‘s 
now impossible, the trustee sought 
payment in present currency equiva- 
lent to the amount of gold called for 
in the contract. 

To have paid the bonds on this 
basis would have required about 
$1,693 in currency for each $1,000 
bond, and would have increased the 
original debt from $34,548,000 to 
about $58,500,000. 

Counsel for the Missouri Pacific 
trustees, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and the commissioner of 
internal revenue opposed the petition 
on the ground the legislation was im- 
perative in view of urgent economic 
conditions.

| The White House today announced 
| that in addition to other measures, 
the chief executive had affixed 
‘name to the loans to industry bill, 
second deficiency bill making huge 
relief appropriations and the measure 
| placing a commission in control of the 
nation’s communications system. 

The industrial loans measure, sub- 
ject of a protracted dispute in con- 
gress which once threatened the meas- 
ure with death in conference, makes 
$580,000,000 available for five-year ad- 
vances to large and small business en- 
terprises. 

$138,000,000 for Loans. 

It authorizes but does not direct 
the treasury to turn $138,000,000 over 
to the federal reserve banks to which 
they will add $267,000,000 for loans 
through other financial institutions, 
with the latter assuming 20 per cent 
of the risk. 

In addition, the new law authorizes 
the reconstruction corporation to 
lend up to $300,000,000 direct to in- 
dustry, with one borrower limited to 
$500,000, and to lend a maximum of 
$75,000,000 to school districts and 
$25.0Q0,000 to drainage districts. 

The deficiency bill is next to the 
second largest appropriation bill to be 
enacted in peace time. It provides 
$2.629,500,000 for relief purposes, 
publie building censtruction, and to 
meet. unexpected vecds of the govern- 
ment in the closing days of the pres- 
ent fiscal year, 

$1,879,500,000 Outlay. 

It calls for a direct treasury outlay 
of $1.879,500,000, supplemented by 
$750,000,000 from the Reconstruction 
Corporation, with $500,000,000 of the 
latter item devoted to relief and the 
remainder to public works.

Walter Ward, Atlanta manager 
of the North German Lloyd Line, 
Wednesday said approximately a 
score of Georgians had booked 
passage on the Dresden for a 12- 
day Mediterranean cruise, sailing 
from Venice July 17. 

He said the cruise would be 
made on schedule with some ship 
equal to the Dresden. He expected 
to be informed of the name of the 
substitute ship tomorrow. 

Included among those who had 
booked passage were Mrs. and 
Mrs. Robert Hecht. of Atlanta 
and E. B. Murray, of Macon. 


HAUGESUND, Norway. June 20. 
(P)—Three women lost their lives to- 
day when the 14,000-ton German liner 
Dresden, carrying 1,000 nazi holidar 
passengers, struck a rock in a fjord 
near here. 


The bodies were brought to Stavan- 
ger aboard the rescue vessel King 
Herald, which took off 700 of the 
Dresden’s passengers after racing to 
the scene in response to SOS ealls. 

Fears were é@xpressed that there 
may be others missing, but nothing 
definite could be learned until lists 
of passengers and crew hare been 
checked. 

With a gaping hole in her port bow, 
the Dresden was beached after the 
erash in a small bay on Karmoey is- 
land, where the other passengers and 
crew were taken off. 

Some of those rescued said that two 
lifeboats capsized, one by breakage 
of her lowering gear and the other by 
coming we" near the vessel's screw. 

The S. 8. Kronprinsesse Maerthea 
also reached Stavanger with the first 
of those rescued from the Dresden, 
including some of the ship’s officers. 

Panic gripped the passengers when 
the 14,000-ton vessel struck violently, 
ripping a huge hole in her hull and 
listed alarmingly to port. 

100 Jump Overboard. 

Over to starboard and back to port 
she listed and 100 terror-stricken 
guests of the ernise jumped overboard 
without waiting for lifeboats to be 
launched. 

All of these are 
reached shore safely. 
after flashing an SOS 
to heach the vessel on 
land. 

The North German Lloyd steamer, 
however, was so badiy damaged that 
her crew was forced to abandon her 
later. 

One woman was reported lost when 
a lifeboat, the first to cast off, was 
dumped into the sea as the lowering 
gear broke, carrying 20 women with 
her. Nineteen of them were rescued, 
it was reported, while one drowned. 

One report, not yet confirmed, said 
this woman was rescued. too, but her 
arms and legs were broken. 

As panic reigned aboard the big 
vessel, which only a few minutes he-

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 20.—

President Angell and Fellow Elis: 

I- don’t believe that any higher ac- 
ademic. honor can possibly come to 
any arvard graduate than to be 
made an alumnus of Yale. 

I am especially happy because this 
cements more closely a bond which 
I have had for many long years with 
a great number of Yale graduates 
who have worked with me on many 
kinds of tasks and in many places. 
Today in Washington I count very 
heavily on the splendid assistance that 
is given to me by Yale gradutes in 
every department of the government. 
We have not yet come to the point

yet here I am, back in academic sur- 
roundings.

From that time on, 
in company with a great many other 
graduates of Yale, we have gone 
ahead by the slow process of educa- 
tion until today the whole country, 
I believe, is'thoroughly familiar with 
the purpose of the great national 


plan for the better use of land and 
water throughout our continental 
limits. 

I cite this merely as an example 
of what may grow from the enthu- 
siasm of men. There are hundreds 
of other things we are doing today 
that are new, and the government 
of this country is seeking to progress 
in all of the affairs of governing 
the country in the same way that 
the great universities of this country 
have succeeded because they would 
never stand still. Harvard and Yale 
have pointed the way in education 
for a great many generations and to- 
day Harvard and Yale stand out in 
the world of education as being will- 
ing to experiment—thank God. 

Spirit United. 


Just so long as that spirit re- 
mains in our education and, as Presi- 
dent Conant suggested, we have still 
quite a way to go to catch up with 
the 17th century, and just so long 
as that spirit is abroad in education, 
we need not worry about the future 
of the nation. 


I want to say one word about the 
national point of view. Ever since 
I graduated from college I have been 
more and more interested in the pro- 
posal, today in part a fact, that these 
great eastern universities should 
make themselves national in so far 
as it lies within their power, and 
the body of graduates of Yale and 
the body of graduates of Harvard 
every year are increasing the useful 
influence of the twe universities in 
all of the sections of this country. 
The danger for all of us graduates, 
especially, I believe of the larger east- 
ern universities, lies in a narrowness 
of point of view—the living within 
the confines of one’s own community, 
of living within one’s own profession 
and of typifying too greatly the man 
who is described by the west as the 
man who never went west of the 
Hudson river. To get to know our 
country is going to help us, not only 
individually but our own govern- 
ment.

NEW YORK, June 20.—(#)—Their 
slim clues blasted by the day’s speedy 
developments, police of twe continents 
pushed their search tonight for fresh 
evidence that might connect § Ivan 
Kvanovitch Poderjay definitely with 
the mysterious disappearance of his 
bride, Agnes C. Tufverson, New York- 
Detroit lawyer. 
New York police, faced with an ul- 
timatum from Vienna authorities for 
tangible reasons for the continued de- 
tention of Poderjay, appealed to fel- 
log officers of five states for assist- 
ance in finding the missing woman's 
body. They previously had abandoned 
hope of finding her alive. 
A “special attention—urgent” dis- 
patch on the five-state teletype sys- 
tem urged police of upstate New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecti- 
cut and Massachusetts to report at 
once the discovery of any body resem- 
bling Miss Tufverson, whose descrip- 
tion was broadcast. 
Police officials admitted they lack- 
ed evidence sufficiently strong to jus- 
tify taking any action against Poder- 


y. 
Authorities apparently were still 
holding in reserve the possibility of 


obtaining a grand larceny indictment 
against. Poderjay, based on the com- 
plaint of a shopping agent who pur- 
chased the Tufverson trousseau. Some 
of this clothing was found in the Poder- 
jay Vienna apartment, but the agent 
has been paid for none of it. 

The possibility 
Tufverson went to Philadelphia short- 
ly before her mysterious disappear- 
ance last December turned the wide- 
spread search for the missing woman 
lawyer to that city. 

Both the New York police and the 
New York district attorney's office, 
working separately, uncovered new 
evidence which suggested to them that 
Miss Tufverson may have gone to the 
Quaker City to consult some man, 
possibly on business.

SEARCH FOR WOMAN 
TURNS TO PHILADELPHIA 

NEW YORK, June 20.—(#/)—In- 
vestigation of the disappearance of 
Miss Agnes Tufverson turned to Phil- 
adelphia today. 

James T. Neary, assistant district 
attorney, said Miss Tufverson on De- 
cember 15 or 16 gave her Chase Na- 
tional bank stock to a man in Phila- 
delphia. The man, Neary said,’ was 
not Captain Poderjay. 

Neary said efforts were being made 
to learn if Miss Tufverson was regis- 
tered in any Philadelphia hotel at 
the time of the transfer, three or four 
days before her disappearance. 

He declined to disclose the man’s 
identity.

Once the panic had subsided, the 
work of debarking proceeded rapidly. 
Many of the passengers were taken 
off by the ship’s lifeboats and others 
by the Norwegian steamer Kong Har- 
old and several packet boats which 
arrived upon the scene shortly after 
the accident, summoned by radio, 

The captain succeed in putting the 
liner into a bay on Karmoey island, 
running her close inshore. The pas- 
sengers who remained aboard and 360 
members of the crew were landed on 
the island without much difficulty. 
The passengers were taken by motor 
as soon as possible to different parts

Thoroughly reconditioned, the Dres- 
den lately has been making cruises 
between Bremen and Mediterranean 
sea ports. : 

The yessel is 570 feet long .67 feet 
wide and has a draught of 31 feet. 
Bulkhead doors divide the ship into 
water-tight compartments. 

The Dresden for a number of years 
had been in trans-Atlantic service be- 
tween Bremen and New York. The 
vessel had accommodations for about 
1.000 passengers, 400 in the cabin 
class. e 

According to the latest sailing sched- 
ule of the Hamburg-American-North 
German Lioyd joint service the Dres- 
den was to remain in European pleas- 
ure cruise service from June to Octo- 
ber.

A REAL WALLOP.

The 
motion is not a shoving or clubbing 
motion. The arm chops through its 
target.

Max’s left paw is rated highly in 
some quarters, but there are many 
who think the butcher boy might as 
well carry it in a sling. Once in 4a 
while, he lands a fair left to the body. 
Compared with the great lefts of 
heavyweight history, Dempsey’s Tun- 
ney’s, Corbett’s and Johnson's, the 
port flipper that dangles from Max’s 
shoulder is a negligible weapon. 

Baer has the fighting appetitite 
which makes for wild and gory fights. 
Dempsey had it. Both men, once 
they landed a punch, went blood-crazy. 
slashing and slinging high and low 
without a thought for defense. Baer, 
like Dempsey, is a rough fighter and 
a low puncher. Neither of them ever 
fouled an opponent intentionally, as 
far as low blows are concerned. When 
a man is throwing punches wildly 
and eagerly, he’s not a very good 
judge of distance or direction. 

A ROUGH LAD. 

This sort of roughness is the only 
kind that can be scored against Demp- 
sey. Baer has been rough in his 
cooler moments, too. One of his 
fights with Levinsky, the king of the 
fish peddlers, was a masterpiece of 
rule infraction. It was a good show 
for the crowd, though, and both boys 
are clowns and performers by incli- 
nation. 

It’s always difficult to spot a new 
champion in his right place among 
the champions of the past: Baer may 
or may not be a greater fighter than 
Sullivan and Fitz and Johnson and 
Tunney. The chances are that he 
ranks somewhere near the top of the

Strange, Baffling Blood Disease 
Is Reported Solved at Emory U. 


The strange case of the disappear- 
ing white corpuscles, a condition that 
means almost certain death, was an- 
nounced solved by Emory University 
scientists Wednesday. 

Baffled for 10 years by agranulocy- 
tosis, a bloodstream malady from 


R. Kracke, has found the condition 
is caused by the taking of certain 
pain-killng or fat-reducing drugs. 
There is still no known cure, only 
the physician knows how to prevent it 
if the patient will refrain from use of 
the drugs. 

Dr. Kracke said the drugs, chiefly 
amidopyrine and its compounds widely 
prescribed by physicians for the relief 
of pain, and dinitrophenol, used in 
recent years for “reducing,” attack the 
bone marrow where the body has es- 
tablished factories for the manufac- 
ture of white corpuscles. 

The drugs do not affect the white 
corpuscles already in the blood stream 
but damage or destroy the cells that 
|manufacture the corpuscles, gradually,

Announcement of the discovery was 
made at Emory Wednesday in con-

Society of Clinical Pathologists. 

Thousands of deaths have been paid 
to agranulocytosis since it appeared 
in the United State in 1924, Num- 
bers of them have been in Atlanta 
where records show only one person 
afflicted has recovered. 

Dr. Kracke and his associates, start- 
ed unraveling the mystery five years 
ago when a patient was admitted to 
the University hospital, suffering 
from agranulocytosis and drug poison- 
ing. Since then they have worked on 
animals, studied other patients and 
hundreds of death certificates filed in 
Washington.

They wear fur clothing in winter and 
home-woven cloth in summer. Some 
wear shoes or sandals of salmon skin, 
but the footwear of others is made of 
animal hide. The men have a custom 
of wearing strips of skin over their 
clothing, to hold daggers or swords. 


It appears that the Ainos were ei-

/man beings to reach the islands of 
Japan; and that they, came far ahead 


While the Japanese 
have taken on ways of the western 
world. the Ainos have clung to their

Bridge Problems. 


Bridge problems are becoming more 
and more popular. Actually, the av- 
erage bridge problem bears little rela- 
tion to the play of a hand at bridge 
except that it tends to accentuate the 
so-called “expert” situations, such as 
those involving intricate squeezes and 
deeply involved throwin plays. How- 
ever, the bridge problem is now s0 
popular that on street corners, in res- 
taurants, and even in theaters, you 
will see people poring over the print~ 
ed diagram, trying to figure out how 
to make four tricks where only two 
meet the eye. 

The nucleus of every problem is 
an end situation in which there may 
be as few as three or four cards in 
each hond—a form in which the so- 
lution will generally reveal itself upon 
inspection. The wily constructor of 
problems must therefore make it nec- 
essary for the solver to make some 
bizarre or intricate play or series of 
plays in order to arrive at the end- 
play situation.

The situ- 
ation in dummy is not obviously 
hopeless, nor does it appear so ob- 
viously disastrous to let East gain 
the lead. Fundamentally, however, 
the two hands are the same. South 
leads the diamond ace, upon which 
dummy makes the seemingly prodigal 
discard of the heart ace, and when 
South leads the deuce of hearts, clev- 
erly throwing the lead to West, the 
ace of spades is discarded. West’s 
hand is now stripped of everything 
but spades, and Sonth triumphantly 
wins the last three tricks with his 
spade tenace. 

While it may appear like a shame- 
ful waste of good cards, this is the 
only way by which South may take 
four tricks. As 1 said, problems and 
problem construction do not bear a 
close relation to bridge, but a study 
of the propositions presented in prob- 
lems does help every player in coping 
with the occasionally extremely diffi- 
cult playing situations presented to 
him.

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VON PAPEN TO QUIT 


Nazi Chancellor Reported ia 
Sympathy With Some 
of Criticisms. 


BERLIN. June 20.—(#)—Vice 
Chancellor Franz Von Papen, it was 
revealed today, offered his resigna- 
tion from the German government to 
Chancellor Hitler, following his Sun- 
day speech in which he attacked cer- 
tain phases of the nazi regime. 


Hitler flatly declined to permit his 
critic to quit his trusted position. 

The resignation, it was said on 
highest authority, was fendered in or- 
der that the chancellor might not he 
embarrassed. 

Hitler, in fact, is reported to have 
agreed with the vice chancellor’ in 
many of the criticisms but to have dis- 
agreed on tke propriety of making 
them at this particular time and in 
the sharp mandner in which they were 
offered. 

He was understood, however, to 
have promised Von Papen to remedy 
such complaints as were justified. 

Now that the smoke caused by the 
re has cleared away, both the vice 
chancellery and the propaganda min- 
istry—the branch of government most 
criticized by Von Papen—feel confi- 
dent that their respective chiefs’ 
courses were the only right ones. 

The vice chancellery thinks the vice 
ehancellor was correct in speaking as 
he did and the propaganda ministry 
thinks Joseph Goebbels, its minister, 
was right in prohibiting a radio broad- 
cast of the speech and the publica- 
tion of what Von Papen said in news- 
papers,

We then had the second match in 
fair shape when the five-minute an- 
nouncement was made. But one more 
deal could be played. Nothing but a 
game bid and made for the opposition 
eould lose for us. I never will forget 
the sinking feeling when, after three 
passes on that last deal, the fourth 
hand opened with three notrumps, and 
what is more unfortunate—succeeded 
in making the contract, thereby rele- 
gating my partner and myself to rub- 
ber bridge for the rest of the eve- 
ning. 


The prize in the Crockford teurna- 
ment is quite worth while winning 
In fact, could I have won it I would 
have been able to ride home in a Pull- 
man instead of experiencing the de- 
lights of day-coach traveling.
